In a good many instances 
he was successful, but on the lead- 
ing propositions the tendency of the 
majority towards prohibitory duties was too 
strong to be overcome. The bill as finally 
agreed upon by the Finance Committee was 
not of such a character as Senator Allison, 
with his large Western constituency favoring 
lower duties, cared to assume too much re- 
sponsibility for. Secretary Blaine had not 
then uttered his opinion that it was a bad year 
for increasing duties, but Senator Allison’s 
course had been shaped by that conviction. 
Since the bill has been up in the Senate a 
good many changes in tho line of reduced 
duties have been made by the motion of the 
Finance Committee, and these have been 
largely at the suggestion of the Senator from 
Iowa. Still, the members of the House who 
shirked responsibility and sought to shift the 
task of keeping the duties within reasonable 
limits will find a good deal that should not be 
‘there.

The Sugar and Wool Schedules. 


It has been known for some time that Sena- 
“or Allison differed radically from his col- 
on the Finance Committee on two 
points. These were the woo! schedule 

lde sugar schedule. The committee left 
Wool practically as it came from the House 
Wa scale of prohibitory duties. Sugar it 
changed by lowering the free line from No. 16 
to 13, and increasing the protection on grades 
above No. 16 from four-tenths to six-tenths of 
Scent per pound.

Consumers Pay the Duty. 
Under the existing law there is no doubt 
that the consumers of sugar in our country 
pay the duty, because we only produce here 
one-tenth of the sugar consumed in our 
country, and in the near future we are not 
likely largely te increase our product, and to 
make arrangements for the admission of free 
sugar with one or two countries alone produc- 
ing a small amount of sugar would be to give 
them the advantage which the Sandwich 
Islandsnow have as respects sugar. That is 
to say, they would be able to sell their sugar 
in a protected market, making an additional 
profit equivalent to the duty, whatever it may 
be. Now, assuming that we dealt only with 
the Spanish-American colonies and reimposed 
the duty on sugar as to all other countries, 
we would be offering a bounty to the Spanish 
producers equivalent to a cent a pound upon 
all their importations, which would amount 
probably to $15,000,000 per annum. I 
cannot see any trade _ they 
can offer to us that wi justify 
such a sacrifice by us. I am willing. how- 
ever, that the experiment shall be made with 
the States south of us and with the Spanish 
West Indies. We do not receive much en- 
couragement from our experience thus far. 
The Foster treaty with Spain was pending in 
the Senate when President Cleveland came 
in. He immediately withdrew it from the 
Senate, and so far as the public knows no ef- 
fort was made by him to change or modify it, 
so that his Administration at least was hostile 
to any treaty.” 

From Senator Allison’s expressions it may 
be gathered that when he talks about sugar 
reciprocity he means up to No. 16. His atti- 
tude on the wool schedule will be disclosed 
when it is reached, but, objecting to the high 
duties as he does, there is no reason to sup- 
pose he would not look with favor on a propo- 
sition to liberalize the restrictions on the Ar- 
gentine coarse wools in return for reciprocal 
concessions to the products of the United 
States. 

The Reciprocity Amendments. 

The reciprocity amendments offered to 
the Tariff bill by Senator Aldrich to- 
day reflect the judgment of the majority 
of the Committee on Finance. They will 
not come up for action till the last thing. 
Meantime everybody will have a chance to 
weigh them, and the committee can make 
whatever modifications may seem desirable. 
The conference at Senator Sherman’s last 
night found the Senators so well agreed on 
the main points that after a little more con- 
sultation this morning Senator Aldrich was 
able to present the amendments. The vital 
one relates to sugar, molasses, coffee, tea, and 
hides. Its purpose is so fully set forth in the 
declaratory statement that the object is reci- 
procity that little remains to be added. The 
President is not given any wide discretion- 
ary powers, for he simply carries out the 
direction of Congress in imposing certain 
duties on specified articles at a given time— 
July 1, 1891—if countries having the benefit 
of the United States markets do not recipro- 
cate. The only thing left to his judgment is 
the time of this suspension, and that is a nec- 
essary discretion. The sugar duties are set 
forth in detail in the amendment in order to 
prevent any ambiguity. The time given the 
various countries to open up their markets is 
shorter than has been heretofore talked about. 
Assuming that the Tariff bill will be in effect 
Oct. 1. it would be nine months. It should be 
explained that the relation of sugar to reci- 
procity is still to be determined. Whenlthe sugar 
schedule is reached the tight will be to deter- 
mine whether the free line shall be drawn at 
No. 16 or No. 13. When this is settled the 
reciprocity amendment can be modified if 
necessary. The second amendment in rela- 
tion to fish is purely retaliatory and is aimed 
at Canada. 

In the Senate this morning when the Tariff 
bill was taken up Senator Aldrich, from the 
Committee on Finance, offered the reciprocity 
amendment agreed on in the form of a new 
section. It is as follows: 

Sec. 2. That the exemptions from duty of sugar. 
molasses, coffee, tea, and hides provided for in 
this act, are made with a view to secure recipro- 
cal trade with countries producing these articles; 
and for this purpose on and after the ist day of 
July, 1891, whenever, and so often as the President 
shall be satisfied that the Government of any coun- 
try producing and exporting sugars, molasses, 
coffee, tea, and hides, raw and uncured, or any of 
such articles, imposes duties or other exactions 
upon the agricultural or Other products of the 
United States, which in view of the free introduc- 
tion of such sugar, molasses, coffee, tea, and hides 
into the United States, he may deem to be re- 
ciprocally unequal and unjust, he shall have the 
power and it shall be his duty to suspend by proc- 
lamation to that effect, the provisions of this 
act relating to the free introduction of such 
sugar, molasses, coffee, tea, and hides, the pro- 
duction of such country, for such time as he shall 
deem just; and in such case and during such sus- 
pension duties shall be levied, collected, and paid 
apon sugar, molasses, coffee, tea, and hides, the 
product of or exported from such designated 
country as follows—namely: 

All sugars not above No. 13, Dutch standard in 
color, shall pay duty on their polariscopic test, as 
follows—namely: All sugars not above No. 13,

The Democrats, Left Without a Leader, Are 
Unable to Carry On the Fight, and the 
Bill Is Brought to a Vote at Last and

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 28.—[Special.]—

(III.), Enloe (Tenn.), Lehlbach (N. 
J.), and some others were permitted 
to make personal explanation of their course 
during the contest, and Mason made a state- 
ment of his reasons for resisting the passage 
of the bill. Funston (Kas.) interrupted him, 
and, heedless of the order of the Speaker to 
take his seat, declared that if Mason made a 
certain statement he told a falsehood. Cheadle 
(Ind.) demanded’ that the words be taken 
down, and a long wrangle ensued. Mason’s 
ready wit and good nature relieved the situa- 
tion, so that it was easy for Funston to extri- 
cate himself from the predicament.

KENTUCKY DESPERADOES IN JAIL. 


Leaders of Warring Factions Become 
Friends When Locked Up Together. 

Franxrort, Ky., Aug. 28.—[Special.]—Ad- 
jutant-General Hill has just received the fol- 
lowing letter from Capt. Gaither, in command 
of the State troops protecting the court at 
Hazard: 

Saturday will be a day long remembered in Haz- 
ard. French and Eversole, the two leaders in the 
fight here, with all of their followers from this 
county except those hiding in the mountains, 
were arrested by the « Idiers and placed in jail. 
Nine were added to the already full jail. This 
makes twenty-eight in all now confined in one 
room about eighteen by twenty feet. This places 
in confinement every man in this county who has 
engaged in the fight here except four who are 
now hiding in the mountains, and there are good 
reasons to hope for their capture before the sol- 
diers leave. 

The county is redeemed, and if the citizens 
allow the outlaws te again get the ascendency 
they deserve no sympathy, for it will be from in- 
dolence and cowardice. There is general rejoic- 
ing at the imprisonment of French and Eversoie. 
The result of imprisoning the two leaders to- 
gether has been a complete reconciliation. Misery 
loves company, and so these two are as loving as 
twin brothers, and sit in each other's lap and hug 
each other most affectionately. 

Sunday French sent word to Marrs, the Com- 
monwealth Attorney, that he and Eversole had 
settled the matter; that they had nollied the 
cases against themselves and were going to bind 
over the d—d scoundrels who had been bush- 
whacking. This is not an impossible conclusion 
of the matter. The men who have hired these 
murderers may be acquitted and their tools hung. 
The war has been conducted somewhat on the 
feudal system. The followers ofeach party were 
armed by the leader and protected in their law- 
less dealings during peace. When there was any 
fighting to do they had to fight for the glory there 
was in it and what they needed to eat and wear. 
Anumber of the followers of each party came 
from other counties and have not been caught. 
Judge Lilly this morning made an order trans- 
ferring all the cases to Clark County. The out- 
laws are in despair, and Judge Morton, in whose 
district Clark County is, has the honor of hang- 
ing more criminals than any other Judge in Ken- 
tucky. The prisoners will be taken to Winchester 
by the soldiers. There are so many of them that 
some trouble is feared in getting them across the 
mountains, but. there is no doubt of their being 
conducted safely.

The 
Chicago Brewing and Malting, the Hammond 
Beef-Packing company, the Chicago Packing 
and Provision company, and last the Chicago 
Stock-Yards enterprises have arisen success- 
ively and attracted much attention on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 

The gossip about the Stock-Yards deal is 
hardly cold before another new Anglo-Ameri- 
can syndicate is proposed. The statement is 
made that the arrangements have passed be- 
yond proposition and negotiations are really 
on a much more substantial footing. 

The Angle-American -Provision company, 
which has for some time been of a quasi-in- 
ternational character, will reorganize on an 
extended scale, it is said. The reasons there- 
for, as given, are the increase of business and 
the fact that but two of the original seven 
Fowler brothers are still living and the bur- 
den of the entire management of the corpora- 
tion is too onerous, 

The New Company. 

Messrs. Anderson Fowler and Robert W. 
Fowler will form an English registered com- 
pany under the title of the Fowler Brothers 
(limited), with a capitalization of £750,000. 
They will retain one-third of the common 
stock and the remainder will be open for sub- 
scription on both sides of the ocean. 

The property of the company includes the 
establishments at Liverpool, New York, Chi- 
cago, and Omaha. The principal office will 
be located at Liverpool. While each year has 
witnessed additions to these plants the in- 
crease of capital and the addition of new in- 
terest-holders will enable the company to 
make needed enlargements of the several 
plants, particularly the Chicago branch, to 
keep pace with the growmg trade. 

The placing of this enterprise by American 
and particularly Chicago venders on the Lon- 
don market at this time will do much to re- 
move the false impression which is said to ob- 
tain there at present in consequence of the 
failure of the Stock-Yards securities on the 
London market. 

The shadow of a doubt as to the desirability 
of American holdings of this particular char- 
acter which just now rests upon the suscep- 
tible sensibilities of the British in- 
vestor needs removing by a practical 
demonstration that the Stock-Yards fiasco 
was due merely to the injudicious selection of 
a dull season for its promotion and possibly 
other accidental causes. 

The confidence with which the floating of 
of the new company’s stock is determined 
upon so soon after and in spite of the Stock- 
Yards affair is a characteristic exposition of 
the American view of the matter.

$2,475,000, was successfully floated at an in- 
crease to $6,108,000. Although not a 
great amount of the $23,000,000 for 
the Stock-Yards wag taken in London, 
it was underwritten and the money 
will come to Chicago, and now the Chicago 
Brewing and Malting company, with its recent 
recapitalization of £1,250,000, is already reach- 


Probably 40 per cent of the 4150, OO common 
stock of Fowler Brothers, Limited, ‘will be of- 
fered to the British investors. 

When the Fraser & Chalmers Company, 
Limited, was formed last spring the board 
was made up about equally between the Brit- 
ish and American interest-holders, but 
the main office was kept in Chica- 
go, with the old management to 
remain, and the English plant was rele- 
gated to the rank of a branch. Fowler 
Brothers apparently intend to pursue the op- 
posite policy, judging from the determination 
to locate the main office at Liverpool and 
make the three American plants branch es- 
tablishments. Whether the plan will com- 
mend itself to the British mind remains to be 
seen. The difficulty has not arisen in the case 
of the other international syndicate compa- 
nies formed this summer in which Chicago has 
been interested. 


COMMITTED MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


An Indiana Liquor-Dealer Shot and Killed

ie RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA, 


Big Meeting at Niagara Addressed by 
Niagara, Ont., Aug, 28.—[Special.]—Gold- 
win Smith, J. W. Longley, Attorney-General 
of Nova Scotia, and Erastus Wiman addressed 
a lange audience here today on the relations 
likely hereafter to exist between Canada and 
the United States. The principal speaker was 
Erastus Wiman, who said, among other things, 
that serious as were the complaints in Eu- 
ropean countries as to the probable results of 
the new United States tariff the effect on Can- 
ada was likely to be much more adverse than 
anywhere else. The double duties of the agri- 
cultural section of the McKinley bill implied 
an exaction by one country against the natural 
products of another unequaled in the history 
Never before had an article so 
trifling as a cabbage-head called fora tax of 
three cents each; never before had an article 
in which there was so little labor borne a tax 
so disproportionate to its cost as that of 25 
cents on a bushel of apples or a bushel of po- 
tatoes, the poor man’s food, both of them the 
products of the earth, the air, and the sun. 
Eggs at five cents a dozen and hay at $4 a ton 
meant to Canadian farmers positive probibi- 
tion from their only market, and prohibition 
meant loss of debt-paying power and bank- 
ruptcy to farmers and merchants alike, 
The effect of these exactions on the products 
of the present harvest would be a rude awak- 
ening to the Canadian producer, and in the 
end to the Canadian politicians, who now see 
the legitimate outcome of building up across 
the continent a barbed wire fence that de- 
nies toeach country the advantages which 
each could to so large a degree afford the 


It was further claimed by Mr. Wiman that 
the principle of reciprocity which Mr. Blaine 
had recently advocated was extremely popular 
among the business-men of the United States 
irrespective of party, and whether the poli- 
ticians realized it or not the sentiment in its 
favor had pervaded the whole land. Manu- 
facturers as well as merchants had reached 
the conclusion, that was well-nigh universal, 
that the United States must make less or sell 
more, and the idea of a commerce that should 
be continental toward the North as well as 
toward the South was exceedingly attractive. 
The sentiment found expression in the unani- 
«mous vote of the Committee of Foreign Affairs 
recommending the resolution of its Chairman, 
Mr. Hitt, in behalf of unrestricted reciprocity 
with Canada, which it it should pass during 
the present session of Congress would have 
most far-reaching results. With the enforce- 
ment of the McKinley bill on the one hand 
and the-invitation of the Hitt resolution on 
the other the Tory Government in Canada 
would be defeated at the impending general 
election, and the Liberal party, having adopted 
reciprocity as the chief plank in its platform, 
would if returned to power be in the strongest 
position to afford the most liberal terms of 
reciprocity to the United States. These terms 
would include the free admission of 
United States manufactures and products to 
the greater half of the continent in the North 
with discrimination against British goods as 
the price for the open market of the United 
States for the products of Canada.

About a year and a half ago certain citizens 
of Chicago, consisting mainly of druggists, 
formed themselves into a league to force the 
Bell Telephone company to give them better 
serviee. The league has been working quietly 
and the result of its work was the formation 
about six weeks ago of the Subscribers’ Tele- 
phone and Service company. This organiza- 
tion was formed for the purpose of leasing 
telephones and supplying * — 

So quiet iy has this work been done that the 
general public was not aware of it until with- 
in the last few days. A charter was obtained 
by the following druggists: T. N. Jamieson, 
President; J. S. Jacobus, Secretary; and Mr. 
Halberg, Treasurer. 

Mr. Jamieson was seen by a TRIBUNE re- 
porter and asked to make a statement regard- 
ing the new company. He said: 

“Our object is to afford better service and 
more reasonable rates. Druggists are more 
frequent users of telephones than any other 
business-men and our efforts were at first 
mainly devoted to our own profession. So 
su have we been, however, in our pre- 
liminary work that it is now intended to work 
in every direction. Our object is to charge 
$75 yearly for a phone and to make it a three 
years contract, which will give every sub- 
scriber the privi of becominga stock- 
holder. The Telephone League now repre- 
sents about 4,000 who use instruments and we 
have already nearly 700 bona fide subscrib- 
ers. b 

Mr. Jamieson would not say who would 
operate the new company, as issues might be 
involved which would injure their interests. 
It was not intended to let it become generally 
known what their line of action would be, as 
anything said now regarding certain features 
of the new company would be premature, It 
is believed that if the Bell company can be 
made to give better service and cheaper rates 
their object will be gained and all work will 
be stopped.

WANTS TO RUN 


SENATOR FARWELL DENIES ALL RE. 
PORTS ABOUT HIMSELF. | 


a Sick Man—Senator Cullom, the Fore- 
most Candidate for the Presidency—Har- 
rison Wants Another Term, but He Has 
Lost Popularity—A New Feature of the 
Tariff Bill—Illindis All Right. 


Senator Farwell is at his summer residence 
at Lake Forest. He arrived in Chicago yes- 


well, took a train for his beautiful summer 
residence, where he will rest for some time. 

The announcement in a Washington dis- 
patch two days ago that Senator Farwell had 
decided for numerous reasons, chiefly ill- 
health, to retire from public life and would 
not be a candidate to succeed himself in the 
United States Senate created no small stir 
among Illinois politicians. It was the chief 
gossip about the hotels and the theme in all 
political circles, Democratic or Republican. 

The Senator was found last evening at his 
Lake Forest home by a Tarsunz reporter. He 
was seated in his library and was in the best 
of spirits. He did not look much like a sick 
man. According to the Senator’s diagnosis of 
the case he is not very sick either. 

There is no truth in the statement that I 
am going to retire,” he said with consider- 
able emphasis. Don't I look well enough?” 
he asked. I have been sick, it is true, and 
was on my back for a while, but for a month 
‘back I have been improving daily. I ex- 
ae to be entirely well before 

ong. My physician sent me home. 

He thought I would get well more 
rapidly out here. I’llnotgo back to Wash- 
ington again this summer unless the session is 
prolonged.”’

WISCONSIN DEMOCRATS AND THE. BEN- 
NETT LAW. 

The Democratic State Convention of Wis- 
consin has done about what it was expected it 
would. Being controlled by men whose only 
idea of a party is that it is an office-grabbing 
machine, and who if they see a chance to pick 
up a few loose votes here and there will 
abandon every principle they ever professed, 
they made a platform and nominated a candi- 
date with nothing else in view than the catch- 
ing of the votes of some dissatisfied Luther- 
ans of which they thought there might be 
enough to give them the offices they are 80 
greedy for. 

In spite of the arguments of the better prin- 
cipled and more far-sighted members of the 
party the convention declared for the abso- 
lute, unequivocal repeal of the Bennett law, 
and nominated for Governor the bad joker 
who was elected Mayor of Milwaukee re- 
cently because he was on a plattorm which 
demanded the repeal of that statute. Speak- 
ing of the Bennett law the State platform says: 

We denounce it as unnecessary, unwise, uncon- 
stitutional, un-American, and undemocratic, and 
demand its repeal. 

The convention could not have gone much 
farther in its attempt to satisfy that little fac- 
tion which is opposed to the teaching of the 
English language in the schools. It could not 
have gotten down on its knees and humbled 
itself much more effectually than it. did. 
There are, to be sure, some general observa- 
tions about the love of the Democrats for the 
free schools and for compulsory education, 
but not one pledge that & compulsory educa- 
tion law free from the defects of the present 
statute shall be passed, Nor is there a word 
recognizing the principle that every child is 
entitled to an opportunity to acquire the 
English language, nor a pledge that a law 
shall be enacted to give all children a chance 
‘to learn the speech of the people among whom 
they are to dwell. 

The platform is a base, cowardly surrender 
to the demands of a few men who, actuated 
by un-American sentiments, are insisting that 
the whole law shall be swept away, and who 
will not agree that its defects shall be removed 
by amendments and its vital principle re- 
tained. It is the principle they are most anx- 
ious to kill. Mr. Peck was nominated for 
Governor because he just suited the platorm. 
As he had gotten one office by agreeing to do 
what an un-American clerical faction in Mil- 
waukee asked of him in return for its support, 
it was thought he might be equally successful 
in getting the more important office of Gov- 
ernor. 

The issue is defined so clearly that all can 
see t. The Republican party, recognizing 
the right of every child in the State, no matter 
what his parentage may be, to have an op- 
portunity to learn the English language, says 
it will stand by that principle of the Ben- 
nett law, but will free it of its admitted de- 
fects. Its Gubernatorial nominee, Gov. Hoard, 
has held long the same views and stands flatly 
on the platform. The Democrats, not recog- 
nizing the right of a child to acquire the En- 
glish language, demand the repeal of the Ben- 
nett law, and refuse to replace it by a statute 
which shall be free from its defects. Their 
candidates if elected may be relied on to carry 
out their platform. The voters cannot plead 
ignorance this fall of the distinction between 
the parties and the candidates. Itis a fight 
between the friends and the enemies of the free 
school; between those who wish to give their 
rights to the children of foreign-born parents 
and those who do not; between a party of prin- 
ciple and one of office-grabbers. It is impossi- 
ble to believe that the latter can succeed in an 
intelligent State like Wisconsin. 


THE COMPOUND LARD BILL. 

The House passed yesterday, after a long 
parliamentary struggle marked by some dis- 
graceful scenes, the bill to regulate the manu- 
facture and sale of compound lard. As it is a 
House bill it has yet to run the gantlet of 
the Senate. It is pretty certain that it will 
not pass that body this session, and it is quite 
possible that when it is reached next year the 
Senate may prefer to stand by a bill of its 
own on the subject of pure food, 

The measure which Mr, Mason has won 
some celebrity by fighting so hard and so 
long puts lard which has any other ingredient 
than hog fat—such as cotton-seed oil, stearine, 
etc.—on the same footing as oleomargarine. 
A person manufacturing it must take out a 
Federal license and must keep such books 
and conduct his business in such manner as 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue shall 
prescribe. Wholesale and retail dealcrs in the

The chief object of the bill is to help the 


| farmer by making a market for his pure hog 


fat, which, it is alleged, has been displaced by 
cotton-seed oil, ete., just as the object of the 
Oleomargarine bill was to make a market for 
butter which, it was alleged, had been dis- 
placed by a bogus article. The internal rev- 
enue statistics show that there were 35,600,000 
pounds of imitation butter made last year. 
It is claimed that before the law went into ef- 
fect 200,000,000 pounds were made. But this 
is a mere guess, and how much too high it is 
no one can tell. It is estimated that the pres- 
ent product of compound lard is 320,000,000 
pounds, and the friends of the Lard bill say that 
if it becomes a law the production will be les- 
sened greatly and pure hog fat willreoccupy the 
field. Nothing short of a trial can settle that. 
The Western farmers, believing this, were for 
the bill, while the Southern farmers, thinking 
it would hurt their cotton-seed oil, were almost 
unanimously against it. The hog was more 
of a king than cotton, and the bill had an 
overwhelming majority. 

The Chicago packers—and perhaps 90 per 
cent of this compound is made in this State 
and Missouri—oppose the bill chiefly on the 
ground that it puts a tax on what they say is a 
perfectly healthful article, which has become 
the poor man’s food, but which this tax will 
make more expensive. They say they do not 
object to the branding of their product, which 
is done already under the Illinois law, nor do 
they object to extending that law to compound 
lard sent outside the State, nor to stating on 
the outside of the package just what the in- 
gredients are and how much of each is used. 
But they claim that the bill as it stands would 
put manufacturers of impure and unwhole- 
some lard, much of which is put on the mar- 
ket, on an equal footing before the law with 
themselves, who make only an article which 
they claim is pure and healthy. They also 
allege that the bill is vexatious, harassing, 
and inquisitorial in its nature, and is intended 
to prohibit a business which is itself perfectly 
legitimate. Surely the manufacture of lard 
compound branded as such, provided the in- 
gredients are wholesome—as the packers 
claim they are—is not a business with which 
Congress has any moral right to interfere.

UNWISE DEMAND OF THE FARMERS. 
At the first day’s session of the Illinois 

State Grange, which is holding its yearly con- 

vention, Mr. Lindly, the President of the 

Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association, made a 

speech in which he set forth the demands 

which the allied farmers’ associations would 
make of the next General Assembly. Some of 
them are praiseworthy and directly in the in- 
terest of the farmer. Others are calculated to 
do him grievous injury, and should never be 
presented to the Legislature, which, for some 
mysterious reason, is always more ready to 
comply with unwise than wise requests. 

Mr. Lindly says the agriculturists will ask 
that— 


Those who loan money should pay tax on the 
money loaned as well as those who have money 
invested in real estate. 

Justice demands a law prohibiting the fore- 
closure of a mortgage on the issuance of an exe- 
cution accompanied by a written certificate 
of the Assessor that the same has assessed 
for taxes. 


If they are given these things they will find 
they have clutched Dead Sea fruit. Few 
farmers will deny that it is a good thing for 
them to be able to get hold of capital for their 
use. Whether it is foreign or domestic makes 
no difference, Capital in their hands, as in 
those of the manufacturers, is an implement 
of production which has many names. It may 
be called tile drains, or farm machinery, or 
fences, or live stock. They oughtto know 
that the reason why the far Western States 
were able to make in forty years the progress 
which it took the more Eastern States over a 
hundred years to make was because the 
farmer of Illinois and the Northwest has been 
able to get the use of capital while the Ohio 
and the Indiana farmer inthe early days 
could not. 

The farmer wants to get hold of that tool 
called capital, and he wants to rent it as 
cheaply as he can. But every time he tries to 
make the man who has loaned it to him pay a 
tax on it he adds to the rent or interest he is 
charged for it. Time and again the attempt 
has been made to make the mortgagee pay 
the tax, and invariably he has stuck it and a 
little extra on the mortgageor. The thing can- 
not be done. If the lender knows he has to 
pay a tax either he will not lend at all or he 
collects the tax from the borrower. If the 
farmers were given what they asked every one 
of them would pay, directly or indirectly, 
more taxes than now and the owner of the 
capital would not pay a cent more. 

Mr. Lindly doubtless thinks the lender 
ought to pay atax on what he has loaned. 
But there is no device known to man by 
which he can be kept from throwing that tax 
off on the borrower. As a friend to the farm- 
er why would Mr. Lindly add to his burdens 
and why endanger the success of legislation 
which will benefit him by including in the list 
of things to be asked for this most mischiev- 
ous proposition? He ought to think the mat- 
ter over. Let him regard the experience of 
Michigan, Massachusetts, and other States, 
and then abandon his project. 


HOW TO PROTECT THE GREAT LAKES. 

The Secretary of War and Gen. Schofield are 
about to make a trip to Fort Niagara and other 
points along Lake Ontario to inspect’ what- 
ever defenses they may find there. The New 
York Sun suggests that these two distinguished 
gentlemen pay more attention to what can be 
done to make the Northern frontier secure 
than tothe examination of the paltry forts 
now there.

. THE HOG IN CONGRESS. 

“Behold how great a matter a little fire kin- 
dleth. The House of Representatives on 
Wednesday was turned into a bear-garden by 
the respective factions of hog lard and cotton- 
seed lard, and it was found to be impossible 
to conduct a debate on the least bellicose of 
all topics without nastiness, profanity, and 
fisticuffs. .What mysterious and potent mis- 
chief is there in lard, whether hog or cotton, 


angry passions? One might fancy explosions 
of wrath over pig-iron or plate-tin, profanity 
in carpet wools, and a determination to fight 
to the death over sisal and jute. But lard! 

Since the pre-bellum days, when North 
and South so often struck fire in the House, 
no such display of acrimony, offensiveness, 
and pugnacity has been seen in that body as 
that occasioned by lard. The unfortunate al- 
lusion of Mr. Cannon to Mr. McAdoo’s flatu- 
lency was at once distorted by the New Jer- 
sey gentleman from its realmeanmg. Had 
Uncle Joe called him a gas-bag, which was 
his intention, nothing would have been thought 
of it. The remark, however, was like a spark 
in a keg of powder, and all the angry pas- 
sions which were seething and boiling 
in lard, hog and cotton, were let 
loose. . The fat was in the fire. Mr. Cannon 
was called a blackguard and a horse jockey by 
Mr. McAdoo, and a tramp, a liar, and a cow- 
ard by Mr. Mason, while Mr. Mason received 
a choice collection of similar epithets from 
Mr. Cannon, While this billingsgate en- 
counter was progressing in one part of the 
House another New Jersey man and the gen- 
tleman from the new State of Washington, 
which is considerably bigger than New Jer- 
sey, fired hy lard, proceeded to pommel each 
other after exchanging choice epithets. Lard 
was like a rag to a bull. Even the Ohio gen- 
tleman who thought he was a peacemaker 
had such an aggressive way of keeping the 
peace that he nearly jerked the head off one 
of the combatanta and immediately found 
himself engaged with another gentleman from 
whom be only escaped by throwing up his 
hands. By this time the clans of hog lard 
and the clans of cotton lard began to muster 
themselves under the greasy banners of their 
leaders, and had not the Sergeant-at-Arms in- 
terposed with the emblem of authority no one 
can say what might have occurred. The 
Chamber might have been a slaughter- 
house filled with . scraps, which are the 
natural leavings of ldrd.' Mr. Law. 
ler as usual threw himself into the 
breach, and while insisting that the scrapping 
matches should proceed under the rules of the 
Marquis of Queensberry, and not under the 
rules of the House, provoked the ire of the 
Speaker, who finally squelched him with the 
aid of Mr. Cannon, who called him a _ hog. 
When Mr. Lawler accepted the epithet with- 
out protest good nature was réstored and 
members returned to lard. 

The hog is rapidly coming to the fore. He 
has forced his way into the beer-gardens of 
Germany and the salons of France. He has 
mixed himself up in art and commerce and 
now he has taken a front seat in American 
politics. He has appeared nowhere to greater 
advantage, however, or more conspicuously dis- 
played his characteristics than in the House of 
Representatives of the American Congress. 


THE 8T. CLAIR TUNNEL. 

Our Canadian contemporaries are congratu- 
lating themselves, not without good reason, 
upon the substantial completion of the St. 
Clair tunnel connecting Port Huron and Sar- 
nia, an exhaustive description of which was 
printed in Taz Trrsunz of Tuesday last. The 
approaches remain yet to be constructed, but 
the great bore itself is completed and marks the 
finish of the largest river tunnel in the world. 
The event is one of international importance 
also, as now for the first time there is land 
connection between the United States and 
Canada at any point between the northwest- 
ern corner of New York and the northwestern 
corner of Minnesota. The long water boun- 
dary of the St. Lawrence and Great Lakes is 
broken at last, and one may walk for the 
first time from one shore to the other dry- 
shod, 

As the great work was of Canadian incep- 
tion, its stock being mainly subscribed for by 
Grand Trunk people and its plans laid out by 
Mr. Hobson, chief engineer of the Great 
Western Division of the Grand Trunk road, 
our Canadian friends have the rightto con- 


two years’ work. The Grand Trunk railway 
now has a continuous line of rails from Chica- 
go to Montreal under the same management, 
and will have direct communication across 
the continent from Portland to San Francis- 
co. Time and distance also will be saved, as 
is shown in the following extract from the To- 
ronto Mail; 


At present the Grand Trunk railway runs al- 
most at right angles to the river until it reaches 
within half a mile of the river bank a short dis- 
tance south of Sarnia, at which point it curves 
northward and passes 


The duty on coffee is to be three cents a pound, 
on tea ten cents a pound, and on hides one and 
one-half cents a pound. 

This is astep in the right direction and a 
recognition of a great principle, but it makes 
the mistake of taking off the duties first. One 
reason against it, which is sufficient alone to 
settle the matter, is that the revenue from 
sugars may be needed. A suggestive remark 
was made the other day by Senator Edmunds, 
who is not given to rash statements, to the 
effect that he feared lest, at the rate at which 
appropriations were being made, there would 
be a deficit at the end of the present fiscal 
year even if the sugar duties were kept. If 
there is a possibility of a deficit with them, 
there is a certainty of one without them, for 
their remission would mean during the next 
fiscal year a loss of sixty millions of revenue 
and an outlay of seven millions for bounties. 
Messrs. Cannon, Gear, McKinley & Co, know 
perfectly well that it is risky to throw away 
this revenue, but it is their only excuse for 
making higher duties for the mill bosses, 
whose interests they have looked after with a 
zeal and persistency calculated to astonish 
their farming constituents, who had fancied 
they sent these gentlemen to Congress to 
represent them and not professional fat-friers. 

It is advisable also to keep hold of the sugar 
duties for another reason. The sugar-produ- 
cing countries will be more likely to make 
concessions to secure free sugar than they will 
be to come to terms after that commodity has 
been put on the free list. If the duties are 
taken off at once they will know that fora 
year or more they will have a free hand. 
They will trust that the threat to reimpose the 
duties will not be enforced, because if sugar 
became cheaper there might be a popular 
clamor in this country against taking it off 
the free list. They will begin the negotiation 
of treaties at the last mument; and will ask 
that the duties be not put back till these ne- 
gotiations are finished, But if our Govern- 
ment holds out to the Cubans, Brazilians, 
Venezuelans, and other sugar-growers the bait 
of an open market for sugar, in exchange for 
open ports for American products, they will 
fall over one another in their anxiety to be the 
first to get into, and perhaps get the control 
of, this market. , 

There can be no question as to the policy of 
keeping thé duties on till other nations make 
the first move and ask that they be taken off 
and offer liberal concessions in exchange. 
Then in proportion as the revenue goes com- 
mercial compensations will make good its 
loss, but if the revenue is sacrificed now there 
will be no such compensations for a year at 
least. 


BROOM-CORN AND WOOL. 

There was a time when the raising of broom- 
corn was an extensive and profitable industfy 
in Central Illinois. That crop has sold as 
high as $240 a ton and the farmers have made 


much money out of its But for years the 


price has been tending downward slowly, so 
that it is now from $70 to $90 a ton. This ar- 
ticle has been long on the free list, but the 
quantity raised in this country appears to 
have equaled the demand, for there is nothing 
to show that any was ever imported. If so, it 
could have been but a few dollars’ worth. 

Yet the McKinley bill takes broom-corn off 
the free list and imposes a duty of $8 a 
ton upon it. Like many of the other provis- 
ions of that interesting measure, this was 
probably inserted so that prohibitory tariff 
men of Centra! Illinois could tell the farmers 
that McKinley had a keen eye to their inter- 
ests and that, thanks to him, they would get 
something like the old prices for their broom- 
corn. 

But these farmers know pretty well why 
they do not make as much money as they used 
to on this particular article. They know that 
it is because of the competition of broom-corn 
grown in Kansas and Western Missouri, where 
the lands are cheaper and the climate is 
better. They have never imagined that it was 
because they were not protected by a duty. 
So, being acquainted with all the facts in the 
ease, they will look on this $8 per ton protec- 
tion as so much taffy—something which will 
not help them at all, but is put in merely to 
blind them to the bad features of the bill. 

If they have any gumption they will see 
that there is not the least difference between 
this broom-corn duty and the higher ones on 
wool which are imposed professedly for their 
benefit. If they will stop to think they will 
see that just as the price of their broom-corn 
has been pulled down bythe competition of 
the Kansas and Missouri product which could 
be grown more cheaply, so has the price of 
their wool been forced down bythe competi- 
tion of the cheaper wools of the semi-arid re- 
gions of the Southwest, raised on cheaper 
lands, in a more favorable climate, by cheaper 
labor. 

After they have once become convinced that 
the same cause has lowered the price of these 
two commodities it will be easy for them to 
believe that as duties on broom-corn cannot 
help them neither can those on wool. Then, 
finding that those provisions of the Tariff bill 
which they have been told are for their special 
benefit do not help them atall, they ought to 
go a step farther and see whether there are 
any which will harm them. By the time they 
have gone through the schedules and found 
nearly all the necessaries of life are to be made 
more costly they will make up their minds, 
like the farmers of Nebraska, Minnesota, and 
those in many parts of this and other States 
who have spoken outin their Congressional 
conventions, that the McKinley bill is not 
what they want, for it will help them nowhere 


That it does not pay to raise 
them in this country is indicated by the low 
prices for which they sell. If the American 
wool-grower is asked to raise wool for less 
than 10 cents a pound he will refuse to go into 
a business which is, on the face of it, unprof- 
itable. He can make a better use of his land. 
It would be as foolish for him to do it as for 
the market gardener to grow wheat and corn 
instead of asparagus and celery.

The Steamship Veendam Passes Among an 
Immense Number of the Big Mammals 
Interesting Opportunity Afforded the 
Passengers—The Herd Said to Have 
Covered an Area of 100 Square Miles— 
William Marks Recovers from a Re- 
markably Severe Electric Shock. 


New York, Aug. 28.—([Special.]—The of- 
ficers and passengers uf the steamship Veen- 
dam, which has just arrived, state that when 
the vessel was at about latitude 45°, longitude 
41', Saturday, Aug. B, they passed through 
the largest herd of whales that has been seen 
in the North Atiantic for many years, Prof. 
J. L. Howe of Louisville, who was a passen- 
ger, said: The passengers were all on deck 
when suadenty some one in the bow called 
out, {There she blows!’ and all eyes were 
turned toward a puff of light spray uvon the 
horizon. Soon more and more puffs were 
seen and in half an hour the steamer was amid 
a herd of sea monsters. I would not attempt 
to make an estimate as to their number, but I 
calculated that the herd covered an area of 
about 100 square miles. The whales were al- 
most all of the species known as finbacks or 
humpbacks, but there were several Greenland 
whales among them. Some of them measured 
upward of seventy-five feet in length, prob- 
ably, and you could have dropped a ball into 
the blowhole of several that were near the 
bow of the ship. The sea was so calm that 
whales could be distinctly seen below the sur- 
face of the water many yards away. ; 

Lou can’t ex rate the story a bit,” 
broke in Dr. Johm E. Link of Terre Haute; 
„ the spouts in the distance were so thick that 
they looked like a fine toothed comb. Whales! 
Why, there were so may of them that they raised 
the water of the ocean over four feet, and if 
the vessel had not been loaded light the water 
would have risen above the decks.”’ 


ENDURED A GREAT ELECTRIC SHOCK. 


William Marks Recovers from the Effects 
of 1,000 Volts, 

New York, Aug. 28.—[Special. ]—There is a 
man in this city who recently withstood 1,000 
volts of electricity, more than was employed 
to kill Kemmler, and who, notwithstanding 
the terrible shock, is alive and hearty today. 
The man is William A. Marks of No. 701 
Broadway. The United States High-Tension 
Electric-Lighting System supplies with light 
the building at No, 701 Broadway, where Mr. 
Marks occupies the entire second floor. The 
current, which consists of 1,000 volts, passes 
through a switch to a “‘converter” in the 
cellar, whence it is distributed to the 
upper rooms in fifty-volt currents. About 
two weeks ago Mr. Marks had occasion to 
turn the switch. A small screw connected 
with it fell to the floor, and in patting it back 
Mr. Marks placed his disengaged hand on the 
steam pipes in his room. He remembered 
nothing more, but a clerk, hearing a heavy 
fall, found him stretched senseless on the 
He was soon revived, and beyond a 
slight trembling is as well as ever today. 
There is no question but what he received the 
full 1,000 volts. 


INFLUX OF COUNTRY MERCHANTS. 


Wholesale Dealers, Especially in Dry 
Goods, Doing a Big Business. 

New Lon, Aug. 28.—[Special. ]—These are 
times of unparalleled business activity in the 
wholesale dry good jobbing circles. An influx 
of country merchants and buyers of all sorts 
and conditions has taken the city by storm. 
The hotels are crowded to overflowing by men 
from the West, South, and Southwest. All 
trades are feeling the effects, but none to a 
greater extent than the dry-goods jobbers, 
both large and small. For instance, the H, B. 
Claflin establishment is averaging over 25 per 
cent more business a day this year than dur- 
ing the busy season a year ago. In round 
numbers the volume of business a day for the 
last week approximates $225,000, which neces- 
sitates the handling of an enormous quantity 
of merchandise. a 

The reason for the greater activity this year 
is said to be dus to several causes.

The committee which is endeavoring to 
have the World’s Fair go tothe North Side 
has not been asleep the last week. 
Daily meetings have been held at the office of 
W. A. Alexander in the Rookery building. At 
the close of yesterday’s meeting $250,000 had 
been subscribed, and by the end of the week 
the total will exceed $500,000, the members 
feel certain, Before Sept. 9 they say 
there is not a shadow of a doubt that 
$1,000,000 will be raised and 450 acres of 
land secured for a site with a clear title and 
without any of the drawbacks or possibilities 
2 trouble which menace the other sites talked 
ot. 

The North-Siders say they are not fighting 
Jackson Park—they are simply promoting 
their own interests—and they want above all 
to have the Fair on the lake shore, The 
most important meeting of the committee was 
held Wednesday afternoon. There were pres- 
ent Chairman Alexander, the Graceland Cem- 
etery Committee, W. C. Goudy, General 
Beach, R. C. Hall, representing the 
Hall estate, M. Watkins, representing W. 
J. Watson, A. B. Jenks, -A. T. Gault, and 
W. W. Baird. The presence of all these prop- 
erty-owners was a snfficient guaranty that the 
meeting meant business. The consent of 
property-owners abutting upon the proposed 
site had been secured, Most of the owners of 
the property to be used have signed leases or 
contracts. The large property-owners have 
become so interested in the project that the com- 
mittee is not now compelled to run after them 
—they come to the committee. The members 
think it phenomenal that so much has been 
accomplished in so short a time, , 

The owners of property are to receive no 
compensation for the use of the property, and 
will be satisfied i it is returned to them in 
as good condition as it is now. They 
expect their remuneration in the increased 
transit facilities which the location of the 
Fair on the North Side will bring to that sec- 
tion, being certain that self-interest will com- 
oe the construction of needed lines. The

The Site They Offer. 

The tract of land mentioned extends from 
a point not quite two miles north of 
Lincoln Park for one mile ia 
half along lake shore as far 
north as Bryn Mawr avenue. The southern 
boundry is Montrose boulevard and the West- 
ern Clark street. It is entirely within the city 
limits, the south end being five and a half 
miles from the Court-House. 

Among the advantages of the North Shore 
site is that no vandalism of public parks will 
be necessary.

The land is level and has an elevation of 
twenty-five feet above the lake. Boats 
can approach near to the shore 
on account of fthe depth of 
water in front of the bluffs, and a few piers 
would afford a good — Bye the largest 
vessels.

La Plata the 10-Year-Old Giant of Argen- 
tine Republic, South America, 

Every visitor to the Argentine Republic is 
particularly recommended to go and see the 
new town of La Plata. It is one of the won- 
ders of the world, he is told; a city of palaces, 
not yet 10 years old, and already having a 
population of 60, 000 inhabitants. Naturally 
one accepts the advice, and after a seramble for 
a ticket at the Central Station, and another 
scramble for a seat in the train, one 
starts full of expectation. The railway 
passes through the Boca and  Barra- 
cas—the port of Buenos Ayres awaiting the 
completion of the new docks—past regions of 
marshy and desolate neglect, where human 
beings live in wooden sheds and huts, and 
divide their life between labor and misery; 
past Quilmes, a neatly laid out town, with 
villas and gardens in the environs; and so, 
after a ride of an hour and a half across 
flat and uninteresting country, we arrive 
in the monumental railway station’ of La 
Plata, the new capital of the province of 
Buenos Ayres. The station is a vast pile of 
immaculately white stucco. We admire, mar- 
vel, and pass. We breakfast at the Café de 
Paris, a gorgeous and brand-new hotel, with 
an immense dining-room, whose walis are 
adorned with a superabundance of mirrors 
and stucco ornaments, while the elaborately

There are , too, many of 
them unoccupied, shops that look deserted, a 
big market, twenty-three squares Lr 
monuments and fountains, and a cathedral of 
enormous proportions, whose walls have ab- 
sorbed millions of bricks, * — rise 
only about three meters from the ground. 
The cathedral is the only buil 
La Plata that has remained unfinished for 
want of money. All the others are com- 
geo and full of employés and officials who 
ive on the budget. The fire brigade likewise 
has its palace and its corps of forty men m 
uniform, whose duties are a sinecure. How- 
ever, La Plata being a model’ town, every- 
thing must be modern, the newest and most 
perfect of its kind that Europe can uce. 
An instance occurred while I was in the coun- 
try. News had arrived from Paris that there 
were fire-engines.capable of serving 1, 
liters a minute. La Plata fire 
brigade must have one; fhe municipal- 
ity gave the order; a Belgian house furnished 
the pump; and the new toy had been delivered 
the — happened to visit La Plata. The 
representative of the Belgian firm, whose ac- 
uaintance I afterward made, informed me 
that if all the water iaid on in the streets of 
La Plata could be concentrated to feed one 
machine it would be im ible to get even 
500 liters a minute. That is the way things 
are done in La * * he added ironically.—

A WORM THAT EATS STEEL, 


Curious Investigation Undertaken by the 
German Government 

A worm that feeds on common steel was 
first brought into general notice by an article 
in the Cologne Gazette in June, 1887. 

For some time preceding the publication of 
the account mentioned the greatest consterna- 
tion existed among the engineers employed on 
the railway at Hagen by accidents, which al- 
ways occurred at the same place, indicating 
that some terrible defect must exist either in 
the material or the construction of the rails. 

The Government became interested and sent 
a commission to the spot for. the purpose of 
maintaining a constant watch at the spot 
where the accidents—one of them attended by 
loss of life—had occurred. It was not, how- 
ever, until after six months had elapsed that

SUPERSTITION IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


A Professor of Powwowing Does a Lucra- 
tive Business, 

Philadelphia Inquirer: Few people outside 
of Allentown and not all in it are aware of the 
extent to which powwowing is still practiced 
among the Pennsylvania Germans. Faith in 
that method of curing ills is not confined ex- 
clusively to the Germans, but many who boast 
an English ancestry and who look down on 
the “dum Dutch” are believers in that 
school of medicine. The most noted powwow 
doctor in Eastern Pennsylvania is Dr. Wilhelm 
of Raubsville, Northampton County, successor 
to the well-known Dr. Sayers, whose wonder- 
ful cures years ago brought him many 
patients from far and wide and made him a 
rich man. Last Thursday a farmer drove to 
Easton, a distance of twenty-four miles, that 
he might see Dr. Wilhelm Friday. Early 
Friday morning the farmer drove to Raubs- 
ville, arriving there about 8 o’clock. Then there 
were already eighty-three patients ahead of 
him waiting to see the doctor. As fast as the 
patients arrived they were given a card bear- 
ing a number and in that order were they ad- 
mitted to the presence of the doctor. The 
farmer’s card was numbered 84. By noon 
Friday only twenty-five patients had been seen 
by the doctor. 

The farmer waited until 10 o’clock that night 
before his turn came, when he was powwowed 
for his throat, which was sore. Then he drove 
back to Easton that night and next morning 
resumed his journey homeward. Some time 

@, he said, he had trouble in his head, 
which disappeared after he had Dr. Wilhelm 
treat him. 

Patients have been known to come over 100 
miles. All sorts of people come to him to be 
treated for all sorts of trouble, from toothache 
to paralysis, and itis astonishi to note the 
faith reposed in him and his methods. Old 
and young come, infants and octogenarians, 
and he is credited with having wrought many 
cures in cases which baffled the regular pro- 
fession. The total number of patients at Dr. 
Wilhelm's house Friday was 138. The doctor 
worked until after midnight, but could not see 
all who called to have services. 

He has special days for performing his 
cures, and he goes through a series of curious 
movements and incantations, muttering mys- 
terious and unintelligible words and making 
grotesque grimaces. His best day is the first 
Friday inany new moon, andthat day finds 
flocks at his place. Some ailments he will 
cure only on this day; then there are other 
ailments which he will treat almost any day. 
He makes no charges for his services. People 
give him what they think they can afford, 
from 25 cents to $1 and $5. The latter fee is 
a rare one, but even at the minimum figure it 
is plain to see that he is making money rapid- 
ly. Personally he isan agreeable.man and the 
patients whom he has relieved believe him to 
be the greatest medicine man in the world. 


SURE CURE FOR DOG BITES. 
A Woman Who Beats Pasteur with Vine- 
gar and a Rag. 


I have been bitten by dogs repeatedly, once 
severely, says a correspondent of the New 


York Tribune. A pet dog of a neighbor was 


very sick and I was attempting to relieve it. 
It bit me in the left thumb just below the nail.

Committee to Be Created to Prepare 
Distance Tariffs for State and Inter- 
State Traffic. 

A special committee, consisting of Traffic 
Manager Bird of the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
and General Freight Agent Johnson of the 
Rock Island, has submitted a report to Chair- 
men Faithorn and Midgley of the Western 
Freight Association regarding the proposed 
néw uniform classification. It says the gen- 
eral committee on uniformity of classifica- 
tion has concluded itslabors. It conceived its 
duties to be limited to the consideration of the 
three classifications most widely used, and its 
labors were directed to merging the three into 
one, which could be adopted as a substitute 
for the three. It declined to consider me- 
morials presented to it, or to receive delegates 
representing any interest, because of the be- 
lief that to hear argument in any given case 
would carry with it an obligation to hear 


counter ay wen and this would have 
opened the doors to a process that would have 


» prolonged their labors for a term of years. 


The essential part of the program is a per- 
manent board of classification to whom should 
be referred without delay the questions that 
are sure to arise as to possible errors or incon- 
sistencies in the new classification. Uniform- 
ity of classification, the committee says, is 
contingent upon a reconstruction of rate- 
sheets. The recommendation involves eleven 
classes. Present rates are based upon five 
numbered and five lettered classes, in addition 
to which there are a multiplicity of special 
commodity rates. The classification of less 
than car-load shipments is confined to the first 
four classes, The proposed basis consists of 
eleven numbered classes, graded on a decreas- 
ing scale from the first to the eleventh. The 
articles in less than car-loads have been dis- 
tributed among the first five classes, and with 
slight exceptions all of the car-load classes are 
embraced in the sixth to the eleventh, exclu- 
sive, the exceptions being that some articles 
in car-load of extraordinary bulk or value are 
rated higher than sixth class. 

A hasty glance at the proposed classifica- 
tion will lead tothe belief that large reduc- 
tions have been made. For example, coffee 
and analogous goods, at present fourth and 
fifth, have been graded fifth and seventh. On 
a new scale of rates, which is essential to the 
completion of the work, the new seventh class 
is equivalent to the fifth; the new fifth equiva- 
lent to the present fourth, and the new sixth 
equivalent to the present class A, Western 
classification, and this principle rules through 
the same plan. The committee believes that 
the general result of the new classification in 
connection with the proposed rates will pro- 
duce substantially the same revenue obtained 
by present methods. 

One of the purposes of. distributing traffic 
among eleven classes isto avoid a multi- 
plicity of special commodity tariffs. Com- 
modity rate sheets will become necessary, 
however, to some extent. Forexample: The 
pro classification on live stock, coal, and 
oils refers to rate sheets. Lumber cannot be 
handled by Western roads on classified rates, 
because they would come into conflict with 
the recognized — of 2 *. — 
same principle applies to other important 
items of mr but upon the whole the distri- 
bution of general merchandise among the 
eleven classses will, in the judgment of the 
committee, make possible the abrogation of 
many special rates or commodity tariffs. 

In the judgment of the committee repre- 
sentative committees should be created at 
once to prepare distance tariffs for State and 
inter-State traffic, and confer with the various 
authorities to the end that their acquiescence 
may be secured. The committee does not be- 
lieve that uniformity of classification can be 
secured without codperation of the various 
State Commissioners, and it urges that the 
work in this direction shall be considered of 
first importance,

Santa Barpara, Cal., Aug. 28.—[Special. ]— 
The cruiser San Francisco was thrown open 
to visitors soon after the conclusion of its 
trial trip yesterday and great crowds of peo- 
ple visited it during the afternoon and even- 
ing. During the last two evenings while the 
San Francisco was lying at anchor here its 
arc lights were tested. Rays were thrown in 
every direction and every part of the harbor 
brilliantly illuminated. The principal reason 
for the boat waiting here until this morning 
was to give the crew a rest before resuming 
the trip to San Francisco, The San 
Francisco got under way about 9 o’clock this 
morning and will probably arrive in San 
Francisco tomorrow morni The report of 
the Naval Board appointed to test the trial 
trip was forwarded to Washington from Santa 
Barbara this morning. The report comments 
upon the trial in the most favorable manner 
and says the average speed maintained during 
a four hours’ run was nineteen and seven- 
tenths knots, which is about one-tenth of a 
knot in excess of the recent record of the 
Philadelphia. The board also states that the 
maximum rate of speed attained by the 
cruiser was 20 6-100 knots, and that this rate 
was made during the last ten knots of the run 
and after the engines had already been under 
forced draft for over four hours.
